Professor  Albin  to  Consider  'Modern  Art' 
At  Lecture  Open  to  Students,  Faculty 


“Is  Modejn  Art  the  Modern  World?”  will 
be  the  topic  of  an  illustrated  talk  to  be 
given  by  Professor  Edgar  A.  Albin  at  8 
p.  m.  Nov.  29  in  tiie  Charles  Johnson 
Theater. 

Professor  Albin,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Art,  Southwest  Missouri 
State  Cclloge,  Springfield,  will  give  the  first 
lecture  in  the  current  Visiting  Artist  Series 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Art.  ( 

The  lecture  is  being  co-sponsored  by  the 
Nodaway  Arts  Council  in  cooperation  with 
the  Missouri  Slate  Council  on  the  Arts.  It 
will  be  open  to  llie  public  with  no  admis¬ 
sion  being  charged. 

Professor  Albin  has  had  a  varied,  color¬ 
ful  background.  He  was  awarded  a  research 
grant  under  the  Fulbright  Act  to  do  a  study 
of  art  in  India,  and  during  the  year 
1954-1955,  he  and  his  family  traveled  ex¬ 
tensively  throughout  India  and  Europe.  He 
lectured  widely  before  Indian  audiences  and 


has  appeared  before  many  groups  in 
America. 

His  paintings  and  prints  have  been  ex¬ 
hibited  in  many  regional  and  national  ex¬ 
hibitions,  and  he  has  received  various 
awards  for  creative  art.  He  has  also  done 
feature  stories  on  art  and  architecture  for 
Arkansas  and  Missouri  periodicals. 

Among  the  organizations  to  which  Mr. 
Albin  belongs  are  the  American  Association 
of  University  Professors;  Kappa  Delta  Pi, 
national  honorary  education  association; 
Della  Phi  Delta,  national  honor  art  fra¬ 
ternity;  Theta  Alpha  Phi,  national  honorary 
speech  fraternity;  The  National  Collegiate 
Players;  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

In  December,  1964,  he  was  made  an  hon¬ 
orary  member  of  tlie  Springfield,  Mo., 
Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi¬ 
tects.  Mr.  Albin  has  been  chairman  and 
co-ordinator  for  tlie  city-wide  Springfield 
Arts  Festival  for  tiliree  years.

causing  Russia’s  youth  to  be¬ 
come  skeptical  of  communism, 
tlic  guest  lecturer  said. 

Mr.  Tarsis  was  a  war  cor¬ 
respondent  during  World  War 
II.  He  saw  that  illiteracy  in  the 
war  cost  the  lives  of  millions 
of  Russian  people.  Returning 
from  the  war,  he  saw  what  was 
left  of  the  villages  and  how  the 
people  suffered.  He  revealed 
that  many  of  his  relatives  had 
died  in  concentration  camps. 
Although  his  father  was 
a  Leninist,  he  died  in  a 
concentration  camp.  Mr. 
Tarsis  c.xperienced  “the  re¬ 
volt  of  an  honest  man  who 
tried  to  see”  the  logic  of 
communism  and  began 
condemning  it.

The  new 
generation  of  youth  is  different 
from  its  parents.  More  and 
more  people  are  expressing 
their  views  openly. 

“They  are  fearless  and  de¬ 
manding.  Tliey  don’t  want  to 
live  the  life  of  their  fatliers,” 
commented  Mr.  Tarsis. 

Approximately  15  to  20  per 
cent  of  the  youth  are  active 
communists;  15  to  20  per  cent 
are  poets,  artists,  and  writers 
actively  rebelling  against  com¬ 
munism.  The  remaining  60  per 
cent  are  ordinary  young  people 
who  just  want  to  live  life  and 
do  not  care  about  politics.  Nev¬ 
ertheless,  at  some  time  in 
their  lives,  they  too  clash  with 
tlie  communists. 

Tliesc  .young  people  have 
their  fad.s,  as  the  young 
people  do  here.  Jazz  is  very 
popular.  They  also  like  ab¬ 
stract  painting,  long  hair, 
the  shake,  twist,  and  other 
new  dances.  When  these 
fads  are  stopped  by  mili¬ 
tary  police,  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  beeome  angered. 

Because  of  tiie  growing  dis¬ 
content  of  Russian  youth,  Mr. 
Tarsis  makes  this  prediction: 

“I  don't  know  how  long  or 
liow  bloody  it  will  be,  but  a 
revolution  is  inevitable.”

Since  when  does  one-eighth 
equal  three  eighths?  This  is 
what  ttie  Student  Senate  is 
trying  to  tell  the  student  body 
in  its  proposed  revision  of  the 
constitution.  The  proposed  re¬ 
vision  states  that  9  of  its  24 
members  will  lie  people  who 
are  a  member  of  a  sorority  or 
a  fraternity.  Since  the  Greeks 
make  up  one-eiglith  (approxi¬

“Lhave  always  used  the  fast- 
break  offense  and  a  pressure- 
type  defense.  To  me,  this  is  the 
only  kind  of  basketball.” 

This  statement  by  Coach  Joe 
Cipriano,  head  basketball 
coach  at  the  University  of  Ne¬ 
braska,  emphasizes  his  basket¬ 
ball  theory,  which  he  explained 
to  approximately  50  ai'ea  high 
school  coaches  in  attendance 
Monday  at  the  second  annual 
basketball  clinic. 

Sponsored  by  the  Division  of 
Health,  Physical  Education, 
and  Recreation,  the  clinic  also 
featured  Dick  Buckridge,  MSC 
taskmaster,  along  with  Bob  Og¬ 
den,  who  is  the  head  basket¬ 
ball  coach  at  Southwest  Harri¬ 
son  High  School,  Bethany. 

Last  season,  Cipriaiio’s 
ball  club  finished  with  a 
20-5  record  and  placed  sec¬ 
ond  in  the  Big  8.  Nebraska 
scored  victories  over  such 
national  powers  as  Michi¬ 
gan  and  Kansas. 

During  the  first  session  of  the 
morning,  Cipriano  explained  his 
offense.  He  stated  that  the  high- 
post  offense  he  uses  could  be 
easily  utilized  by  high  school 
teams.

FouT'Beareat  cagers  assisted 
Uie  Nebraska  coach  in  demon¬ 
strating  certain  options  from 
the  basic  2-1-2  offense.  Later 
Cipriano  showed  film  highlights 
from  Nebraska  games  for  fur¬ 
ther  explanation. 

Following  a  short  break, 
he  discussed  the  pressing 
defense  that  became  a 
trademark  of  Nebraskas” 
team  last  season.  He  said, 

“I  think  the  press  Is  going 
to  change  the  game  where 
passing  will  be  as  import¬ 
ant  as  shooting.” 

“Almost  every  team  in  the 
conference  is  working  toward  a 
good  press  and  this  means  tiie 
freak  or  goon  is  going  out  of 
the  game.  Even  though  the  big 
boy  can  get  the  rebounds,  he 
had  better  be  able  to  bring  the 
ball  down  court  or  he’ll  get  it 
taken  away  from  him  with  the 
press,”  the  guest  coach  said. 

Cipriano  emphasized  the 
importance  of  speed  and 
quickness  in  relation  to  a 
pressing  defense.  He  stated 
that  in  recruiting  players 
the  first  thing  he  looks  for 
is  speed. 

When  asked  about  his  re¬ 
cruiting,  he  remarked,  “We 
have  spent  a  lot  of  time  ti’ying 
to  recruit  a  big  boy  the  past 
few  years,  but  as  yet  we 
haven’t  been  able  to  get  one.” 

He  added,  “We  have  been  re¬ 
cruiting  boys  ranging  from  6-3 
to  6-5  who  are  good  jumpers.” 
An  example  of  this  would  be 
Freddy  JIare,  a  mainstay  for 
the  Cornhuskers  last  year. 

This  season  Nebraska  is 
chosen  to  be.  a  frontrunner  in 
the  Big  8  along  with  always 
tough  Kansas,  which  Cipriano 
called,  “an  extremely  strong 
ball  club.”
